Soviets give more power to republics

. KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine — 
President Bush, after choreograph- 
ing his move with Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, on Monday formally recog- 
nized the independence of the Baltic 
states of Lithuania, Latvia and Es- 
tonia, which were seized by the So- 
viet Union a half century ago. 

Bush said his decision did not sig- 
nify the United States would recog- 
nize other republics that break 
away from the Soviet Union. He 
said he would look at each declara- 
tion of independence on a case-by- 
case basis. 

He expressed hope that a central 
government would survive as “a 
strong partner, a convincing part- 
ner to deal with” on matters such as 
foreign policy and arms control. 

Although Gorbachev has _ lost 
much of his power, Bush said he 
would continue to deal with the So- 
viet president “with respect and 
with a certain degree of recognition 
that we look at some of these prob- 
lems, foreign policy problems, eye 
to eye.” 

Bush announced recognition of 
the Baltic states at a Labor Day 
news conference on the final day of 
his 29-day vacation at his ocean- 


front estate. “We've had a good 
rest up here,” said Bush, while jok- 
ingly complaining about not catch- 
ing any fish. 

The president hailed news from 
Moscow that Gorbachev and the 
leaders of 10 Soviet republics had 
decided to replace the current rul- 
ing structure with a new govern- 
ment giving far more power to the 
republics. 

“This is a watershed in Soviet 
political thinking, equal to the dra- 
matic movements toward democ- 
racy and market economies that we 
are witnessing in the republics 
themselves,” Bush said. 

An administration official said 
Bush decided to recognize the 
Baltics’ freedom last Tuesday after 
meeting with foreign policy advis- 
ers and Robert Strauss, his new 
ambassador to Moscow. 

Bush sent a cable to Gorbachev 
last Tuesday alerting him of the 
coming announcement but express- 
ing hope the Soviet Union would 
act on its own to grant indepen- 
dence. However, the cable said 
“time is running out” and the 
United States would act by Friday, 
the official said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 


Independent states await 
recognition from Kremlin

VILNIUS, Lithuania — Baltic 
residents hailed U.S. diplomatic 
recognition Monday as the final, 
though overdue, affirmation of their 
independence and called on Mikhail 8. 
Gorbachev to follow suit. 

“The process of diplomatic recogni- 
tion of Lithuania has reached its eul- 
mination,” Lithuanian Vice President 
Bronislovas Kuzmickas said. “And I 
feel we can now consider the struggle 
for our independence to have been, in 
essence, won.” 

But the mood was almost anti-cli- 
matic across the Baltics. “Of course, 
we are happy to hear it, but we ex- 
pected it, so we’re taking it calmly,” 
said 51-year-old Paul Purge, a musi- 
cian in Estonia’s capital, Tallinn. 

People went about their business as 
usual in Vilnius. Inside the Lithua- 
nian parliament building, office work- 
ers and journalists gathered around a 
television to watch President Bush 
announce that the United States was 
formally recognizing the indepen- 
dence of the Baltic states.

In Latvia, President Anatoly Gor- 
bunovs said U.S. recognition “empha- 
sizes the irreversibility of the steps 
taken” by his republic. 

“T would like to appeal to President 
Gorbachev to follow President 
Yeltsin and President Bush,” Gor- 
bunovs said. 

Boris Yeltsin, president of the Rus- 
sian Federation, recognized . the 
Baltics’ independence after last 
month’s failed coup against Gor- 
bachev. 

Gorbachey said Sunday he was 
ready to free the Baltics. The Soviet 
president was expected this week to 
ask Soviet lawmakers to recognize 
Baltic independence. 

The United States, Britain, France 
and other Western countries never 
officially recognized the Soviet 
Union’s annexation of Latvia, Esto- 
nia and Lithuania in 1940, under Josef 
Stalin’s secret pact with Nazi Ger- 
many.

The Salt Lake center, located at 2100 West and 700 North, provides air 
traffic services to pilots in a large part of the West, the spokesman said. 

The center covers Utah, Montana, Nevada, southern Idaho, western Wyo- 
mine southeast Oregon and parts of Colorado, North Dakota and South 

akota. 

About 300 air traffic controllers and 125 maintenance people work at the 

center, which is managed by Jack Meade.

Boy rescued after 7 hours in mine shaft 


SALT LAKE CITY — A 16-year-old boy who tumbled into an old mine 
shaft near the Kennecott copper mine was rescued after spending nearly seven 
hours underground while searchers tried to find the entrance. 

Terry Blackburn, 16, was hiking with two companions, 15 and 17, in the 
Oquirrh Mountains around midnight Sunday when he fell 20 to 30 feet into a 
four-foot-wide ventilating shaft, said Salt Lake County Sheriffs Lt. Gil 
Howard. 

Blackburn’s friends went for help but were unable to immediately pinpoint 
the location of the mine shaft, which was near the west rim of the open-pit 
copper mine. 

With the help of medical and sheriff's helicopters, searchers located the boy. 
at about 4 a.m. Monday and pulled him from the shaft about 90 minutes later. 

Blackburn was flown to Holy Cross Jordan Valley Hospital, where he was in 
fair condition and being treated for a broken leg, cuts and bruises. 

The Kennecott, the world’s largest open pit copper mine, draws thousands 
of tourists yearly. 


Fugitives from IRA denied protection 


NEWRY, Northern Ireland — David Madigan and Liam Kearns are 
defying IRA justice, taking their chances on the run after 11 tempestuous days 
sheltering in a cathedral. 

They left Tuesday night after the Roman Catholic Church said their sup- 

‘porters no longer could use the church as headquarters for their campaign to 
bring pressure on the guerrillas. 

Madigan’s father, Edward, said last week that he knew his son was some- 
where in Ireland — north or south — because the fugitives said so in a 
telephone call to a Belfast radio station. 

“It’s better not to know in case they come and pressurize us,” he said. He 
was interviewed at the family home in the Drumalane housing project, where 
Irish republic tricolors flap overhead and the trouble began. 

The Irish Republican Army says Madigan, 19, and Kearns, 23, are hoodlums 
who intimidated their neighbors for years. 

It threatened “military action” if they and four others were not out of 
Ireland by Aug. 17, but was not more specific in a statement. IRA punish- 
ments include a bullet through the leg, a broken limb, even death. 

Three of the others left the island and the fourth was reprieved, but 
Madigan and Kearns publicly defied the IRA. 

Supporters of Madigan and Kearns say the IRA acted only after a member 
of the Sinn Fein, its legal political wing, was badly beaten in his bed. 


Dottie West undergoes liver surgery 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Surgeons operated on country singer Dottie West 
Monday in hopes of repairing her liver, which was injured last week in an 
accident while she was being driven to perform at the Grand Ole Opry. 

The 58-year-old West went into surgery about 8a.m., said Barbara Cramer, 

-a spokeswoman at Vanderbilt University Medical Center. 

West’s liver and spleen were ruptured in Friday’s accident. Doctors planned 
to examine her neck for possible fractures during the procedures, Cramer 
said. 

Before the operation she had been listed in critical but stable condition. A 
ventilator helped West breathe as she drifted in and out of consciousness, 
Cramer said. 

Doctors performed emergency surgery Friday night. 

“As I understand it, they couldn’t stop the bleeding,” Cramer said. “They 
simply packed her (liver) to keep the status quo until she stabilized.” 

West’s injuries will require weeks to months of recovery, Dr. John A. 
Morris, a Vanderbilt surgeon, said over the weekend. He said the injuries 
could end her career. :

Unexploded bomb headlines in U.S.’s ‘most livable cit

during the past four months, here is a 
quick recap of what happened at BYU 
and surrounding areas while you 
were gone:

May 21: Mothers Against Drink 
Driving and Advocates for Highway 
and Auto Safety organizations give 
Utah the highest grades of any state 
in the nation for Utah’s fight against 
drunk driving.

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Salt Lake City makes bid for aircraft plant

A Utah task force formed to attract 
a new McDonnell Douglas Aircraft 
plant to the beehive state is scram- 
bling to submit Salt Lake City’s pro- 
posal to the California-based 
aerospace manufacturer before the 
Sept. 13 deadline. 

Stan Parrish, executive director of 
the Utah Department of Community 
and Economic Development, said 30 
people from around the state have 
been assigned to this task force in 
order to complete this project under 
tight time constraints. 

“We've got less than 30 days to 
provide detailed answers to over 100 
pages of questions,” Parrish said. 
“We've got a varied group working in 
areas relative to Utah’s environment, 
human resources and planning and 
zoning issues.” 


McDonnell Douglas has also re- 
quested proposals from Kansas City, 
Mo.; Shreveport, La.; Tulsa, Okla.; 
Mobile, Ala.; St. Clair County, IIL; 
Houston, Texas; and Ft. Worth, 
Texas in order to decide where to 
build its new MD12X plant. 

The MD12X is the company’s new 
jumbo passenger-jet. The new plant 
will employ between 6,500 and 10,000 
people. 

Russ Behrmann, director of com- 
munications for the Department of 
Community and Economie Develop- 
ment, said the plant could potentially 
bring billions of dollars to Utah over 
the course of the plant’s existence. 

He said the plant would not only 
supply thousands of jobs, but would 
also provide business to several other 
Utah manufacturers. 

McDonnell Douglas already has a 
sub-assembly plant.in Salt Lake City 
that employs 600 people. Behrmann 


Soviet Union reforms 
may open U.N. seat

UNITED NATIONS — The So- 
viet Union’s disintegration raises the 
question of what will happen to its 
seat on the U.N. Security Council and 
the veto power that goes with it. 

Popular speculation foresees it be- 
ing assumed by a non-Communist, 
pro-Western Russian republic in 
some kind of association with the 
Ukraine and other former Soviet re- 
publics. The Baltic republics are ex- 
pected to join the United Nations this 
fall as independent members. 

Implications for the choice of a new 
U.N. secretary-general in October 
also are possible, but that is expected 
to be accomplished in an orderly fash- 
ion. 

Soviet diplomats say they expect 
the U.S.S.R. to continue at the 
United Nations in altered form and 
under another name, dominated by 
Russia. Speculation about the seat is 
premature, they say. 

Since the United Nations was 
founded in 1945, the Soviet Union has 
held one of the five permanent seats 
on the 15-member Security Council, 
exercising its veto power along with 
the other victors of World War II: the 
United States, Britain, China and 
France. 

During the Cold War, the Kremlin 
veto was cast to thwart U.S. ambi- 
tions, fan regional conflicts and pro- 
mote Soviet clients around the world. 

Long before the failed coup against 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev two 
weeks ago, however, the Soviet 
Union’s role at the United Nations 
altered radically. It extricated itself 
from foreign conflicts and frequently 
cooperated with the United States. 

Many problems could be raised at 
U.N. headquarters by the change of

power centers in Moscow, but the So- 
viet Union, the West and the Third 
World all seem determined to keep 
concerns to a minimum.

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Home schools get mixed review 


Parents only have to write a letter to teach kids at home

Parents and educators from the 
surrounding areas are looking at 
home schooling as an alternative in 
education. 

Every state and school district has 
different regulations for home school- 
ing. 

The requirement in Provo is a writ- 
ten statement from the parent or 
guardian stating that the family as- 
sumes full responsibility for a child’s 
education. 

After the written statement is 
made, parents are then responsible 
for teaching their child 180 days a 
year and 27.5 hours per week, said 
Kathy Firmage, a staff member of the 
Provo School District. 

“There is nothing the public school 
system can do if a parent submits a 
letter,” Firmage said. 

After a letter is submitted to the 
school district, the district has no au- 
thority over the education of the child 
unless there is a negative report from 
a non-partial party, Firmage said. 

If someone reports that a child is 
not receiving sufficient education or 
care at home, the district can become 
involved. 

A social worker can be sent to eval- 
uate the situation and make recom- 
mendations for the benefit of the 
child, Firmage said. 

Judy West, a clinical social worker 
for the Provo School District, said, 
“Tn general, I have found that parents 
are not qualified to teach, especially 
with children at two or three grade 
levels.” 

Some children are exceptional and 
achieve much higher levels of educa- 
tion compared to others their own 
age. But, the problem to be addressed 
is the children who suffer from isola- 
tion and lack of monitoring, West 
said. 

“Tam concerned about the children. 
Many of those who I have worked 
with lack a quality education they de- 
serve,” West said. “But more impor- 
tantly, they lack the socialization 
skills they need to survive in today’s 
world.” 

A child’s self-concept seems to be 
higher when he or she is taught at 
home until he or she encounters an 
unfamiliar situation outside the 
home. 

When this happens, children are 
more accustomed to withdraw from 
the situation altogether, West said. 

“Every situation is unique, and ey- 
ery situation has its results. The fam- 
ily and the area home schoolers live in 
greatly affects the child,” West said. 
“What is appropriate for one child 
may not be appropriate for another. 
The parent has the responsibility to 


degide awhat™ is’ best” and how, to%

Bétty..eReason,, Provo District 
Leader of Home Educators, said 
some parents feel if a child misses out 
on the experiences gained in public 
schools they will also miss out on vital 
social skills. 

Some parents feel their child will be 
socially backward without interac- 
tions with children outside their fam- 
ily. 

“Children’s personalities predict 
whether the child is normal, a bully or 
what one would consider weird,” 
Pearson said. “This does not reflect 
their form of education but their fam- 
ily rearing.” 

Cathy Gileadi, author of “Home 
School and Genesis” who has home- 
taught for about 15 years, said, “I

really think there will be an increase 
in home schoolers. The public schools 
are becoming more and more crowded 
and it is hard to find. a good teacher 
who will sacrifice their time.” 

There are several reasons parents 
have chosen to teach their children at 
home. Some parents have strong de- 
sires to teach Christian values along 
with the accepted curricula used in 
schools. Other parents find the public 
system inadequate for their stan- 
dards. Some parents feel the system 
is too competitive or a combination of 
reasons, Gileadi said. 

“Most home schoolers aren’t doing 
it so they can avoid schooling, they 
just want to do what is best for their 
children,” Gileadi said. 

Some parents have had negative 
experiences with public schooling 
while they were growiagup. In hopes 
of protecting their child from these 
same experiences they have under- 
taken the responsibility of education, 
Gileadi said. 

Pearson said she graduated from 
high school with honors, but she went 
to college and couldn’t even pass a 
remedial English class. She didn’t 
want this to happen to her children. 

Gileadi said, “In the public schools 
there is a lot of tearing down and a 
competitive grading system. Some- 
one is always on top and someone is 
always underneath. I want my chil- 
dren to learn how to learn.” 

David Samuelson, a teacher at 
Payson Middle School said, “It’s hard 
for me to see many more parents who 
are willing to take the time for home 
education. It is too common and desir- 
able for both parents to work outside 
the home for two incomes.” 

Home schoolers have adopted 
many programs used in the public 
schools. With these programs and 
their experience, home schoolers 
have learned many techniques that 
have benefited their children. One 
technique they have found beneficial 
is the advantage of learning with dif- 
ferent ages, Gileadi said. 

“While one child is learning to 
count, it sparks the interest of an- 
other child to experiment with num- 
bers,” Gileadi said. 

Children who become accustomed 
to learning with people who are older 
and younger are more receptive to 
teamwork. These children are not as 
intimidated by age, Gileadi said. 


Samuelson said, “It depends en- 
tirely on the parents. I’ve seen situa- 
tions where parents don’t teach well 
and their kids fall behind and situa- 
tions where the kids are very success- 
ful.” 

Support groups meet each month 
for parents who are involved in home 
schooling. 

These meetings allow parents to 
meet and trade ideas. Speakers are 
invited periodically to introduce new 
programs, Pearson said. 

“The support groups are very help- 


ful, especially for those who are new - 


at home schooling. It is encouraging 
to see the benefits presented and to 
learn from other’s experiences,” 
Pearson said. 

Home schoolers are free to use the 
resources at the public libraries. They 
will find these areas well equipped 
with information they may need to 
teach their children the same material 
students learn in public schools. 
There are also programs specially de- 
signed for home schooling that can be 
purchased through several compa- 
nies, Pearson said. 

“There are alternatives to public 
schooling. If parents look for these 
alternatives they can find an atmo- 
sphere and education that will sur- 
pass the limits of the public schools. 
Home schooling is one alternative 
that allows the parent to become di- 
rectly involved with the learning pro- 
cess, Pearson said.

“We recognize that bicycles are a 
viable alternative to parking diffi- 
culties for students, faculty and staff 
and can aid in minimizing air pollu- 
tion,”said Lt. Steve Baker, manager 
of the University Police traffic ser- 
vices. 

BYU has invested approximately

of new bicycle racks, Baker said.

“The Words You Should Know,” a 
book written by 26-year-old graduate 
student David Olsen from Napa, 
Calif., lists and defines “1,200 essen- 
tial words every educated person 
should be able to use and define.” 

Olsen pooled the words from books 
he has read and dictionaries. “I went 
through two dictionaries and ex- 
tracted words that I thought people 
should know,” he said. 

Thousands of people must have 
agreed with Olsen’s selections, be- 
cause the book has sold 15,000 copies 
since it hit the shelves in March, ac- 
cording to the book’s publisher, Bob 
Adams Ine. of Massachusetts. 

Brandon Toropov, managing editor 
for Bob Adams Inc., said Olsen has 
come up with a unique idea. 

Olsen said the book’s success has 
come from an original idea. “It’s all in 
the idea,” he said. 

Olsen said he has filled a need in 
some people’s vocabulary where 
there is anxiety. 

Olsen worked on and finished the 
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book during one of his summer vaca- 
tions but didn’t actively try to get it 
published until a class assignment 
presented the opportunity. “I came to 
school and had a public relations class. 
We had to write a press release on 
ourselves, so I wrote the release 
about the book.” 

With some encouragement from 
communications professor Brad 


_ Hainsworth, Olsen sent letters to 300 


publishers describing his book. 

Hainsworth said when he learned 
of Olsen’s book he thought he had 
done a good job of writing. 

“T thought he had done an excellent 
job in writing and met a market 
need,” he said. 

Hainsworth suggested some ideas 
to Olsen on how to approach publish- 
ers. 

Ten publishers showed an interest 
in his book, but one by one they re- 
jected the manuscript. 

After three months the last letter 
came from Bob Adams Inc., offering 
to publish the book. 

Olsen got the idea of compiling 
“Words You Should Know” while tak- 
ing a vocabulary building class as an 
undergraduate student at BYU. He 
said, “We learned words (in the class) 
that I didn’t think were too practical 
to know.” 

Olsen claims his book doesn’t con- 
tain any words an educated person 
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would never use. 

“It’s a practical guide to break into 
the English language,” he said.” 

When Olsen started compiling the 
words into a book, he said he didn’t 
think it would actually get published. 

Even if his book hadn’t been pub- 
lished, writing it was worth the ef- 
fort, he said. 

“Working on this book has helped 
my reading comprehension and 
speed,” he said. 

Olsen was positive in describing his 
experience of getting a book pub- 
lished. “This is great. I would like to 
be a writer, ” he said. 

At one job interview, Olsen said it 
took a while for the interviewer to 
realize he had a published book. “I 
think he was impressed,” Olsen said. 

Toropov said with 15 to 20 pro- 
posals arriving daily at Bob Adams 
Inc., it’s uncommon for a writer with- 
out an agent to get published. 

The 235-page book is selling well on 
the retail level Toropov said. He said 
the book helps people to know the 
words they often pretend to know in 
conversation. 

Olsen’s advice to student writers 
aspiring to be published is to learn 
about publishing. 

Toropoy said if students are trying 
to write a book they should think like 
a person who buys books and think of 
the title first.

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Storytellers share, 
embellish culture

Magical talking hogs, old yeller

“Sto- 
rytelling is like someone reading a 
book to you, only acting it out,” Cass 
said. 

Telling ghost tales Friday night 
were some well-established story- 
tellers like Rex Ellis, who draws his 
tales from African folklore and early 
American history. Ellis told the tale 
of what happened to Jack, who, de- 
spite his mother’s warnings, went 
fishing on Sunday. 

The story of Miss Charity Cham- 
bers and how she got her boy, Guy, 
was the hair-raising story told by pro- 
fessional storyteller Donald Davis. 

It included gory details like a rob- 
ber chopping off his own arm and set- 
ting the fingers alight. 

According to the festival program, 
for Davis, storytelling “is not what I 
do for a living. It is how I do all I do 
while I am living.” 

Using his banjo for sound effects, 
David Holt, in his second year with 
the festival, sang about the murder of 
Pretty Polly. According to the festi- 
val program, Holt has performed on 
the Grand Ole Opry, “Hee Haw,” and 
in a series of features on The 
Nashville Network.

organization

“If there is anything virtuous, 
lovely, or of good report or praise- 
worthy, we seek after these 
things,” said Joseph Smith, in the 
last of the 13 Articles of Faith of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. 

A newly formed foundation, has 
at its heart this philosophy and is 
also seeking to provide LDS artists 
with an opportunity to enhance 
their talents in a creative atmo- 
sphere. The organization is called 
The Latter-day Foundation for the 
Arts. 

“We want to see these artists 
search out their talents and look for 
the praiseworthy things of life,” 
said Patricia Sheranian, executive 
vice president for the foundation. 
“We feel the foundation can give 
them that chance,” she said. 

“We have felt the frustration 
that many LDS artists have felt 
because of the absence of a vehicle 
that .is sufficient to offer LDS 
artists the opportunity to con- 
tribute in a positive and uplifting 
manner and still ply a livelihood,” 
Sheranian said. 

The foundation has a five-point 
mission, said Larry Barkdull, the 
chair of the organization. The first 
is to promote the visibility of LDS 
artists around the world who work 
in all types of art forms, from 
drama to sculpture. 

The second is the promotion of 
the artist through grants and com- 
missions. Contests and workshops 
will be used to foster “healthy” 
competition. 

The last three points include the 
promotion of art of a specific reli- 
gious nature which espouses be- 
liefs of the LDS Church, the pro- 
motion of a creative atmosphere for 
artistic achievement and, finally, a 
vision for LDS artists worldwide to 
unite, Barkdull said. 

The foundation is composed of 
six officers and a host of artists. 
Other well-known patrons of the 
arts make up the advisory board 
for the foundation. A portion of the 
advisory board is composed of ex- 
perts in the art field. 

Since the foundation is a non- 
profit organization, it will begin to 
raise funds to support scholarships 
and grants for the new artists. The 
funds will be used to focus on four 
main projects the foundation would 
like to achieve. 

A news journal entitled “Latter- 
day Journal” will profile the artists 
and their. works with 10 issues an- 

nually, The journal will provide a 
fortin for: writers, authors, jour- 
nalists and photographers who con- 
tribute to the periodical. 

Money will also support the de- 
velopment of local talent world- 
wide. “We want to see local groups 
supporting and motivating each 
other,” said Doyle Mortimer, vice 
president and managing director 
for the foundation. 

“To promote a missionary- ori- 
ented organization, the foundation 
will encourage people not already 
members of the LDS Church to 
participate in the clinics and con- 
tests the foundation will establish.” 

These donations will be used to 
organize a national conference for 
the LDS arts. 

The conference will be annual 
and will help artists to become ac- 
quainted with each other, Mor- 
timer said. 

The foundation faces a certain 
challenge to not only encourage 
artists to seek out their own talents 
but to make sure those talents are 
not shifted toward promoting an 
image the foundation does not sup- 
port. 

“Most artists are free spirits that 
don’t like to be bound by rules. We 
don’t want. to bind artists into any 
pattern, but it is necessary that we 
promote the correct image of our 
organization,” said Kevin Pinegar, 
attorney for the foundation.

The following plants are those LaCruw, Renee 
Smith, section head over plants at Fred Meyer, and 
Diane Rudd, nursery department employee at 
Earnst, said are plants that will grow without a lot 
of attention and will even withstand a certain 
amount of forgetfulness. 

All three women agreed that one of the easiest 
plants to take care of is the Golden Pothos, also 
called Devil’s Ivy. 

“Golden Pothos is very hardy. You can go two 
weeks without watering it and it will survive,” 
Smith said. 

“All About Houseplants,” written by Susan M. 
Lammers said, “Pothos feature apple-green heart 
shaped leaves boldly splashed with creamy white.” 


If you want to see exactly what a Pothos looks 
like, go to the Cougareat. The plants hanging di- 
rectly beside the Cougareat sign are Pothos. 

Another hanging plant recommended is the Spi- 
der Plant because it isn’t picky about the amount of 
light it needs. 

The Spider Plant is described by Lammers as 
having “wiry stems up to five feet long, bearing 
plantlets that spring forth among grassy green, 

“arching leaves striped with yellow or white,?.% 

Another species of hanging plants that will grow. 
Well in'the house is the Peperomia species. """"

tiny, white, rat-tail flower heads,” is how 
Lammers describes this plant. 

A drawback of Peperomia is that they are slow 
growing, but they will grow in a semi shady spot 
and they don’t need to be watered until the soil is 
dry to the touch. 

Aglaonema or the Chinese Evergreen is a stand- 
ing plant that is easy to grow, LaCruw said. 
Aglaonema tolerates living in the shade, so it’s a 
good plant for a basement apartment. 

Lammers describes Aglaonema as having 
“waxy, deep green leaves marked with silver bars 
between pale lateral veins. ” 

“The Spathe flower, or Peace lily, is one of the 
easiest large flowering plants to grow, especially 
under limited light conditions,” Lammers said. 
This plant does need to be watered regularly, but if 
you forget, it will usually forgive. 

The Spathe flower is a beautiful plant with large 
deep green leaves on long stalks. A common myth 
associated with this plant is that it will only bloom 
when there is love in your home. 

If you know you will have a hard time remem- 
bering to water your plant, then a cactus might be 
the plant for you. 

Place your cactus in a warm, sunny spot, like a 
window sill. You will have to water occasionally; 
Lammers suggests watering when the soil is dry 
an inch below the surface.

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Inexperienced Cougs outmuscled 
by speedy No. 1 FSU Seminoles 


BYU loses 
3rd straight 


for Ist time 
since 1975

ANAHEIM, Calif. — Not since the 
first three games of 1975 has BYU 
lost three straight football contests. 
But Thursday night, the No. 19- 


ranked Cougars matched that losing | 


streak with a 44-28 defeat at the 
hands of No. 1-ranked Florida State. 

The three losses date back to the 
end of the 1990 season when the Cou- 


gars fell to Hawaii and Texas A & M | 


to close out the season. 


In 1975, BY U opened the season by 


falling victim to Bowling Green, Colo- 
rado State and Arizona State before 
topping New Mexico. 

The Seminoles were faster and 
more experienced than the Cougars 
in virtually every position, with the 
possible exception of the quarterback 
spot. Bobby Bowden, FSU’s head 


coach, said it was not fair to compare | 


the two quarterbacks on the basis of 
this game because, “Casey (Weldon) 
had better support.” 

“T think (Ty) Detmer played well,” 
head coach LaVell Edwards said. 
“We have a lot of new players and it’s 
just going to take some time for us to 
put it together.” 

Detmer, making his first start since 
separating both shoulders in the Holi- 
day Bowl last season, was held to un- 
der 300 yards for the first time in 24 
regular season games. Detmer threw 
for 229 yards on 19 of 32 passes and 
two touchdowns, extending his con- 
secutive touchdown pass streak to 24. 

“They’ve got great speed,” Detmer 
said of FSU’s defense. “They swarm 
to the ball and it makes it real tough. 
They’re as quick as anyone we’ve 
played.” 

“Tm glad I wasn’t playing our de- 
fense,” Weldon said. “I feel for the 
guy. He still had a great night 
though.” 

Weldon completed 21 of 28 passes 
for 268 yards, two TDs and no inter- 
ceptions with very little pressure 
from the Cougars defense. “We had a 
long time to prepare for BYU,” Wel- 
don said. 

After the opening drive fizzled for 
BYU, FSU opened with an end- 
around reverse for 19 yards. Hight 
plays later, fullback Edgar Bennett 
jogged into the end zone opening the 
flood gates for the Seminoles. 

The next two Cougar drives ended 
with turnovers. The first came when 
Detmer was hit from behind while 
scrambling and fumbled. Bennett 
scored again for the Seminoles six 
plays later with a three-yard lunge. 

The second turnover came on the 
first play of the Cougars next posses- 


sion, when Detmer was intercepted 
by All-American Terrell Buckley. “I 
forced one pass ... and it was inter- 
cepted,” Detmer said. 

BYU’s defense finally held the 
Seminoles, forcing them to punt. The 
Cougars marched down the field 89 
yards in seven plays, with Peter Tuip- 
ulotu scampering 21 yards for BY U’s 
first touchdown. 

The highlight of the drive came on 
the first play of the second quarter 
when FSU’s Marvin Jones had Det- 
mer in his grasp, but Detmer man- 
aged to get the ball off to Micah Mat- 
suzaki for a 33-yard completion. 

But Florida State answered right 
back with an impressive 11-play drive 
that ended on Weldon’s six-yard pass 
to Eric Turral. 

Late in the first half Amp Lee 
scored to push FSU ahead 28-7, but 
BYU answered with a 10-play, 92- 
yard drive that culminated in another 
Tuipulotu score on an identical draw 
play, but this one for 22 yards.

“Every once and awhile you havea 
play called*that you liked to say that 
didn’t count, like when I play games 
with my grandchildren,” Edwards 
said. “Td like to have that one over. If 
it would have worked it would have 
been great.”

Lewis sprints for 2 world records

TOKYO. — Maybe Carl Lewis 
should’ve run in more events. It 
might have meant even more world 
records would’ve fallen at the 3rd 
World Track and Field Champi- 
onships. 

Lewis punctuated one of the most 
incredible meets of anyone’s career 
by anchoring the United States 400- 
meter relay team which won the 
gold medal in a world record time of 
37.50 seconds. 

It was the third world record 
smashed at the championships, and 
all involved Lewis. 

“This was the greatest meet I’ve 
ever had...it’s my last meet of the 
season,” Lewis said on Sunday. 
“There is nothing I can do to top it.” 

Lewis broke the men’s 100 meters 
on his own, winning in 9.86 seconds 
to shatter Leroy Burrell’s time of 
9.90. Five others finished under 10 
seconds, including Burrell in 9.88. 

The record marked the first time 
Lewis had won an event by setting 
an individual world record. 

In the sprint relay on Sunday, he 
took the baton from Dennis Mitchell 
and in a few strides had pulled away 
from the French team by three me- 
ters. 

The U.S. team, which also in- 
cluded Andre Cason and Burrell, 
clipped a substantial .17 off the mark 
set in Zurich on Aug. 15 by another 
American team featuring Mike 
Marsh instead of Cason. 

Lewis also pushed Mike Powell to 
a mind-boggling 29 feet, 41/2 inches 
in the long jump, erasing the oldest 
world record in the books, the 29-2!/2 
jump by Bob Beamon at the 1968 


Olympics in Mexico City. 
Lewis was second at 29-2 3/4 with 


the greatest series ever in the event, 
but not enough to win the gold 
medal. 

The relay team’s victory was one 
of two by the Americans on Sunday, 
the final day of the championships. 

The other gold went to Charles. 
Austin, winner of the high jump at 
7-9 3/4, tying the championship: 
record. 

In winning, Austin beat Cuba’s 
Javier Sotomayor, the only high 
jumper ever to clear 8 feet. After: 
clinching the gold, Austin took three 
shots at 8-0 1/2, but wasn’t close on 
any attempt. 

Sotomayor and American Hollis 
Conway each cleared 7-8 3/4, but So- 
tomayor earned the silver medal on 
fewer misses. 

With 10 gold medals, along with 
the three world records, the United 
States may have been the true win- 
ner at the championships. 

The Soviet Union led in total 
medals with 28, including nine golds, 
to 26 for the Americans and 17 for 
Germany, with five golds. 

But the U.S. medal count could’ve 
been even better, if not for some 
baton fumbling for the two women’s 
relays and a hamstring injury which 
stopped heptathlete Jackie Joyner- 
Kersee. 

“We swept the 100, we won the 
200 and we set the world record in 
the relay,” Lewis said. “We re-es- 
tablished the dominance and focus 
that American sprinters have had in 
the past.” 

Allindications are that the Ameri- 
cans will be tough to beat in the 
Barcelona Olympics next summer. 

The championships also provided 
some old trends and some big sur- 
prises. 

The Soviet Union managed to re- 


main a strong contender despite the 
political turmoil at home, but Tokyo 
could very likely be the last appear- 
ance for a competitive and united So- 
viet team, as more and more of the 
country’s republics seek indepen- 
dence. 

Three Baltic republics — Estonia, 
Lithuania and Latvia — are expected 
to be given independent recognition 
this month by the International 
Olympic Committee. Others are ex- 
pected to follow the trend before the 
1992 Olympics. 

A united German team was disap- 
pointing and, as many had predicted, 
merging two good teams produced 
more tensions and setbacks than suc- 
cesses. 

At the 1987 World Championships 
in Rome, East Germany collected 31 
medals, to 25 for the Soviet Union and 
19 for the United States. West Ger- 
many had three. 

Putting the two teams together 
meant going from 34 medals to 17, a 
substantial dropoff. 

Athletes from African nations domi- 
nated the men’s distance races and be- 
gan emerging as a force among the 
women and the sprinters. 

They swept the men’s 400 hurdles 
and the 3,000 steeplechase, the 800, 
the 1,500, the 5,000 and the 10,000. 
But they also took the women’s 1,500 
for the first time. 

Saturday, Hassiba Boulmerka be- 
came Algeria’s first gold medalist in a 
major championship, winning the 
women’s 1,500 meters. 

Merlene Ottey, the beaten favorite 
in the women’s 100 and 200 meters, 
finishing third in each, and a two-time 
bronze medalist in 1987, finally got a 
gold, anchoring Jamaica to victory in 
the women’s 400-meter relay in 41.94, 
a national record.

Calling his own plays for the first time in a nine- 
season career, Elway ran and passed the Broncos 
toa stunningly easy 45-14 romp over the Bengals as 
the NFL opened the regular season on Sunday. 

On a day when the Eagles’ Randall Cunningham 
likely had his season ended with torn knee liga- 
ments and the Seahawks’ Dave Krieg had his sea- 
son at least severely shortened by a broken thumb, 
the NFL got a big day from one of its biggest 
names. 

“That was as much fun as I’ve had in a game ina 
long time,” Elway said after completing two touch- 
down passes, two TD runs and 471 yards. 

What made it more fun was that the Broncos had

NEW YORK — Jimmy Connors, 
all heart and guts and daring shots, 
turned his 39th birthday celebration 
into a coronation in the U.S. Open 
with another incredible comeback 
that sent him into the quarterfinals. 

Connors roared back to win the fi- 
nal two sets against Aaron Krickstein 
on Monday, capping it with a 7-4 romp 
in the fifth-set tiebreaker, in the 
longest match of the Open this year — 
4 hours, 42 minutes of tension and 
brilliance. 

The final backhand volley into an 
open court ended the 3-6, 7-6 (10-8), 
1-6, 6-3, 7-6 (7-4) duel and brought 
bows from the frenzied crowd of 
nearly 20,000 and a second serenade 
of “Happy Birthday.” 

“It was a war,” Connors said. “I 
was lucky enough to win.” 

“John McEnroe said it after I beat 
Patrick, ‘It’s a Connors miracle right 
here.’ This is what I live for —to wina 
match 7-6 in the fifth.” 

Krickstein, 15 years younger and 


averaged a mere 10 points and 225 yards a game in 
exhibition play. 

Cunningham, the NFC Pro Bowl starter the last 
three years, likely had his season come to an end 
when he was hit as he threw a pass early in the 
second quarter against the Packers. 

He tore two ligaments in his left knee and, ac- 
cording to the team doctor, was probably facing 
surgery. 

The Eagles didn’t seem to miss Cunningham 
against the Packers. 

Jim McMahon threw for two touchdowns and the 
defense did the rest in a 20-3 victory. 

The Seahawks got a lift from their sub quarter- 
back, Jeff Kemp, after Krieg went out with a bro- 
ken thumb. 

But the Saints edged the Seahawks 27-24 behind 
the late heroics of Bobby Hebert, who was making 


his return after sitting out last season in a contract 
dispute. Hebert’s 10-yard throw to Floyd Taylor 
with 1:11 left won it. 

Kemp had a late touchdown pass wiped away 
when receiver Tommy Kane was ruled out of 
bounds, and a 15-yard penalty for arguing that call 
pushed kicker John Kasay back just far enough to 
miss a 37-yard field goal attempt that would have 
tied it.

Sampras overcame a hot start by 
hard-serving David Wheaton, a Wim- 
bledon semifinalist, to win 3-6, 6-2, 
6-2, 6-4 and prove that his 10 months 
of injuries and embarrassing losses 
after winning here last year had come 
to an end. 

He moved as fluidly on the court 
against Wheaton as he did a year ago 


and Andre Agassi in the final three 
matches to become at 19 the youngest 
men’s winner in U.S. Open history. 

All that was lacking was the pin- 
point accuracy and consistent 125 
mph speed of his serves that he 
showed then. 

Sampras chose, instead, to slice 
and angle his serves a bit more, tak- 
ing a little pace off them, but still 
came up with 19 aces against 
Wheaton. 

“It was basically going to be a 
match of who served well,” said Sam- 
pras, who was acéd'a dozen times by 
Wheaton. ee 

Wheaton didif€“feel he tired so 
much as he simply lost the momentum 
when Sampras solved his serve and 
broke him in the third game of the 
second set. 

“In the first set I dictated play,” 
Wheaton said. 

“Then in the middle of the second 
set I lost my serve once and he got a

“Then I had trouble getting back to 
dictating my style of play,” Wheaton 
said. 

In another men’s fourth-round 
match, Paul Haarhuis followed up his 
upset of top-ranked Boris Becker by 
beating another German, Carl-Uwe 
Steeb 6-2, 6-3, 6-4. 

Martina Navratilova, knocked out 
in the fourth round last year, reached 
the quarters by beating Manuela 
Maleeva-Fragniere 7-6 (7-5), 1-6, 6-2. 
Navratilova, seeded No. 6, will next 
iplay fourth-seeded Arantxa Sanchez 
i\Micario, who beat Natalia. Zverevat 
6-3, 7-6 (7-4). 

Navratilova, a finalist in the 1989 
Open and a four-time winner, won the 
first set by playing aggressively to 
come back from 1-4. 

“T started too fast for her,” said 


Maleeva-Fragniere, 10 years 
younger than the 34-year-old 
Navratilova. 


“Until 4-1, she could hardly touch 
the ball.” 

In the second set, Navratilova’s 
tactics backfired, as Maleeva-Frag- 
niere picked her apart at the net with 
passing shots and lobs. 

Navratilova broke Maleeva-Frag- 
niere in the first game of the third set. 
After staving off a break-point in the 
second game, she held, then took a 4-2 
lead by holding twice at love. 

Navratilova broke her again, then 
withstood six breakpoints before win- 
ning her first match point on a devas- 
tating overhead.

Lutherans reject anti-abortion plan Mf!

ORLANDO, Fla. — The nation’s 
largest Lutheran denomination Mon- 
day rejected a move to condemn all 
abortions except to save the mother’s 
life. Some delegates chafed over a 
Catholic cardinal’s letter aimed at 
swaying their vote. 

Members of the 5.2-million-mem- 
ber body also refused to declare that 
life begins at conception, and they 
kept working to shape a less stringent 
anti-abortion policy. 

In floor debate, the assembly of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America gave scant attention to New 
York Roman Catholic Cardinal John 
O’Connor’s urging them to take a bold 
stand to protect “the unborn.” 

But in interviews, some delegates 
objected to the letter’s timing and 


. called it unprecedented for a Catholic 


plea to be interjected into debate by 
Lutherans, named for 16th-century 
reformer Martin Luther who led the 
break from the Catholic church. 

“I know of no parallel,” said the 
Rev. William Rusch, the denomina- 
tion’s ecumenical officer. 

Bishop David Brown of Waverly, 
Iowa, called it “very inappropriate.” 

O’Connor’s letter, partially read on 
the floor by a Lutheran delegate, ex- 
pressed hope the church would de- 
fend human life “in all stages and con- 
ditions.” 

The letter said abortion “is chiefly a 
question that puts to the test the the- 
ological and moral integrity of the 
Christian community.” 

O’Connor made his appeal in a let- 
ter to St. Paul, Minn., delegate Paul 
R. Hasbargen, one of a group of Min- 
nesota clergy and lay people who had 
offered the amendment to condemn

The 1-ton animal roamed the shores of Lake Bonneville

The remains of a one-ton, fur-cov- 
ered vegetarian more than 10,000 
years old created quite a bit of excited 
activity this weekend, considering 
the fact that the fossil remains are 
those of a giant ground sloth. 

An incomplete skeleton of a “Mega- 
lonyx Jeffersoni” was discovered 
more than three weeks ago in Orem 
by resident Rob Robison and his 


og. 

The sloth was discovered while the 
pair were taking a walk near their 
home. Robison saw an object protrud- 
ing from a terraced hillside. The ob- 
ject, he thought, looked out of place. 
The object, which he later discovered 
was a claw bone, had been exposed by 
off-road motorcycle traffic. 

Robison took the bone to his 
brother, Steve Robison, who is an 
employee of the Utah State Forestry 
and Geology Department. Steve Ro- 
bison knew when he saw the claw 
bone that his brother had stumbled 
upon the remains of a sloth. “The claw 
was a giveaway,” Steve Robison said. 

The Megalonyx roamed the area 
surrounding the shores of Lake Bon- 
neville between 11,000 and 15,000 
years ago, said Utah State Paleontol- 
ogist David Gilette. 

Gilette is working in ‘conjunction

with David Madsen, Utah State Ar- 
chaeologist, and BY U geology profes- 
sor Wade Miller to excavate the site 
and educate the public about Mega- 
lonyx. Miller is also the director of the 
BYU Earth Science Museum. 

Bones of the Megalonyx found in 
Orem include a tibia, which is a lower 
leg bone, as well as eight ribs and 
pieces of the sloth’s claws. The word 
Megalonyx means “big claw,” which 
was coined by President Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who had several fossilized 
sloth bones in his possession. Jeffer- 
son told explorers Merriwether 
Lewis and William Clark to look for 
sloths or relatives of sloths, which 
might have been living in the interior 
of the American continent at the time 
of the expedition in 1804-1805. 

Although the ground sloth, whichis 


a close relative of today’s armadillo 
and a distant relative of the South 
American tree sloth, weighed more 
than one ton, it was a strict vegetar- 


ian. 

The sloth died at a time in Utah’s 
history when ancient Lake Bon- 
neville, due to climactic changes, be- 
gan to recede. 

The “bench” on which the sloth was 
unearthed was created when the lake 
receded. “This Megalonyx probably 
died just as the waters of the lake 
were retreating,” Gilette said. 

The only other fossilized sloth 
found in Utah was discovered near 
the Park City area. That sloth, how- 
ever, was of a different genus than 
Megalonyx. 

The Orem site is located a little 
more than half a mile from the 12th 
South exit of I-15 and lies just behind 
the Orem Water Conservancy Dis- 
trict building. 

The site was open last weekend for 
visitors to view the skeleton as it was 
discovered by Robison. “We want to 
give people the opportunity to see 
this animal’s remains. Usually, a big 
fossil is found somewhere off in the 
desert, a hundred miles from anyone. 
When we make such a big fossil find, 
and it’s in the middle of a metropolitan 


area, we want to give the public the. 


opportunity to see it,” Madsen said. 
Excavation and cleaning of the fos- 
sils will begin this week.

Hollingsworth said he prefers a 
year-round schedule because the stu- 
dents are continually learning. “I 
think it is poor management to have 
kids out for three months in the sum- 
mertime,” he said. The year-round 
option provides the students two-to- 
three-week breaks all the time, as 
well as vacation opportunities during 
all seasons. 

Barbara Garrett, assistant princi- 
pal at Sunset View Elementary 
School, said, “As ateacher, I like that 
aspect, because you get time off peri- 
odically to regroup yourself. The stu- 
dents don’t have a long lag of time 
where they get bored.” 

Don Dowdle, teacher-leader at 
Joaquin Elementary School, said the 
year-round schedule reduces summer 
learning loss. If students don’t use 
math or reading over the summer, 
they forget a good deal, requiring a 
four-to-six-week review period. 

Joaquin Elementary School has a 
six-week summer break and two in- 
tersessions. More than 80 percent of 
the parents favored the intersession

Luke said another disadvantage of 
the year-round schedule is “once a 
teacher is assigned to a track, you 
only have one option for a teacher at a 
given grade level.” 

Further, when students move into 
the area after the school year has 
started, the students are placed on 
the track where they would have 
missed the least amount, and the 
teacher: has to work with them to 
catch up. 

Year-round schedules present 
building maintenance challenges as 
well. 

“Obviously, it puts more children in 
a building. There is more wear on a 
building. You have to look at your 
cleaning in a different way,” Luke 
said. 

Susan Barbakos, a parent, said the 
main reason she prefers the year- 
round schedule is with shorter breaks 
her children do not seem to forget the 
material as readily. 

Barbakos said the year- -round 
schedule has not been an inconve- 
nience for her family, because the 
schedule is known far enough in ad- 
vance. 

She said the only inconvenience she 
could see might occur when some of 
her children reached junior high or 
high school age, while others would 
still be in grade school.

Hollingsworth said another alter- 
native to the traditional schedule is 
the extended-day schedule, where 
students’ schedules are staggered 
throughout the day. 

“The extended day is extended day 
for the teachers, not the students,” he 
said.

The teachers in extended day tend 
to get burned out because they are so 
intensively involved with the stu- 
dents in core classes, having to teach 
them twice. 

Specialized teachers who teach 
subjects such as music, art and social 
studies also have a lot of strain placed 
on them, because more students are 
placed in these classes, 
Hollingsworth said. 

Further, children who arrive at 
school so early may sometimes have 
to walk to school in the dark.

BANGKOK, Thailand — Cambo- 
dia’s warring factions have taken a 
few steps forward — at least on pa- 
per — in ending their 12-year-long 
conflict, but their country’s long 
agony appears far from over. 

Planting a peace accord in the 
hate-soaked soil of Cambodia may 
prove far more difficult than getting 
signatures on a document, some- 
thing the mediators hope will occur 
before year’s end. 

A Cambodian peace is a very tall 
order.. 

It will require, if a U.N. peace 
plan is adopted, the substantial or 
total disarming of four armies, sev- 
eral billion dollars spent for an inter- 
national peacekeeping force, and at 
least a semblance of cooperation 
among leaders who have long been 
implacable enemies. 

Adding to the disarray will be 
some 300,000 refugees seeking 
reintegration into society, soldiers 
possibly turning renegade and peo- 
ple of one of the world’s neediest 
nations struggling for a modicum of 
decent living. 

Above it all, will hover the 
specter of the Khmer Rouge and the 
chilling question: Could they return 
to power and repeat their reign of 
terror? 

Nonetheless, some progress was 
made at last week’s peace confer- 
ence in the Thai seaside resort of 
Pattaya attended by representa- 
tives ‘of the pro-Vietnam govern- 
ment in Phnom Penh and the loose 
alliance of three guerrilla groups 
fighting it. 

The latter are the Khmer Rouge, 
the Khmer People’s National Liber- 
ation Front and followers of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, the chief peace 
mediator. 

The Cambodians agreed to dis- 
arm 70 percent of each faction’s 
army. They also worked out how 
their interim Supreme National 
Council encompassing delegates 
from all factions would relate to a 
U.N. authority in Cambodia, which 
under the peace proposal would su- 
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Cambodian peace 
may be approaching, 
but at aslow speed 


pervise the disarmament and elec- 
tions. 

The conference was another in a 
series that has dragged on for four 
years, with the leaders bickering 
over the wording of phrases while 
their countrymen shed more blood 
and lived in squalor. 

But pressure on the Cambodians 
is growing from the international 
community where the environment 
has never been more conducive to a 
settlement. 

China and Vietnam, which fought 
a war over Cambodia, are moving 
towards a restoration of harmony, 
and Cold War tensions that aggra- 
vated the problem have subsided. 

Sihanouk says he can foresee elec- 
tions toward the end of this year, 
while asenior U.S. government offi- 
cial at the talks gave a timeframe of 
one to two years. 

Ideally, Sihanouk hopes, all re- 
maining issues will be resolved this 
month in New York and the peace 
accords signed in Paris in October. 
The council is scheduled to meet in 
Cambodia’s capital, Phnom Penh, in 
November. 

Some diplomats worry that under 
pressure to sign, vital differences 
may be papered over only to be ex- 
posed later. 

Much will depend on the key fig- 
ures. 

A master political juggler, Si- 
hanouk is indispensable in ending 
the war because he is backed by the 
world community and enjoys wide- 
spread domestic popularity. 

Despite the tenuous alliance 
among the rebels, the 69-year-old 
Sihanouk is hated by the Khmer 
Rouge. 

The Khmer Rouge imprisoned Si- 
hanouk and killed his children dur- 
ing its bloody transformation of 
Cambodian society, which was in 
part orchestrated by the top Khmer 
Rouge representative on the na- 
tional council, Khieu Samphan. 

Unable to topple Phnom Penh by 
force, the Khmer Rouge now is fol- 
lowing a political road to power — 
while hiding weapons in event that 
road is blocked. 


Border guard admits to shooting

BERLIN — One of four former 
East German border guards on trial 
for manslaughter admitted today that 
he shot at two young men who tried to 
cross the Berlin Wall in 1989. 

Andreas Kuehnpast was the first of 
the border guards to testify about his 
role in the Feb. 5, 1989, shooting of 
Chris Gueffroy, a 20-year-old waiter 
who died trying to reach West Berlin. 
Gueffroy died at the scene; a compan- 
ion, Christian Gaudian, was 
wounded. 

The 27-year-old Kuehnpast, who at 
times appeared near tears, told the 
court he heard an alarm go off that 
night and ran with the other soldiers 
toward Gueffroy and his companion. 

The guard said he heard another 
guard shoot and then began firing his 
Kalashnikov rifle. 

He described how both would-be 


escapees were dragged away after 
being shot. 

“I was shocked. I really didn’t know 
what to do,” he said. 

Under questioning by chief Judge 
Theodor Seidel, Kuehnpast acknowl- 
edged he got “three or four days vaca- 
tion,” and 150 East German marks — 
then worth about $25 — for stopping 
the attempted escape. 

Gueffroy, who died nine months be- 
fore the wall fell, was the last person 
known to have died trying to flee over 
the wall.

Gueffroy’s mother, Karin Guef- 
froy, is a co-prosecutor in the case, 
under a standard provision of the Ger- 
man law.

Yugoslavia signs peace plan 
for its rebellious republic

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
Feuding Yugoslavs signed yet an- 
other plan today to halt the fighting in 
Croatia, agreeing to a call for an im- 
mediate cease-fire, independent 
truce monitors and a future peace 
conference. 

But it remained unclear whether 
the European Community plan, 
agreed to by the collective Yugoslav 
presidency and the six republics, 
would succeed in halting the two- 
month bloodletting that has claimed 
more than 300 lives. 

Initial reports said fighting died 
down sharply after the agreement 
was signed in the early hours. At least 
eight people were reported killed 
Sunday in fighting between Serbs and 
Croats in the republic, which declared 
independence June 25. 

Dutch Foreign Minister Hans Van 
den Broek, president of the 12-nation 
European Community that brokered 
the latest pact, said the signers could 
begin the task of securing the truce. 

“We now have to establish that all 
parties in the conflict work together 
with the EC monitors to secure a

Germany's united inhabitants 
maintain separate identities

BERLIN -— Germany may be one 
nation, but its inhabitants apparently 
still think of themselves as two peo- 
ples. 

A newspaper poll published today 
indicated that most people agree 
unity was a good idea. Just 21 percent 
of western Germans and 12 percent of 
eastern Germans think they were 
better off when Germany was two 
countries. 

But the poll, conducted for the 
mass-circulation tabloid Bild, found 
that 65 percent of the former eastern- 
ers surveyed still think of themselves 


as “east Germans,” rather than just 
Germans. 

Likewise, 60 percent of the west 
Germans polled also still retained 
their old geographic identity. 

Interestingly, young eastern Ger- 
mans — who weren’t around when 
Germany was divided in the ashes of 
World War II — were more likely to 
think of themselves as separate from 
western Germans. 

Seventy-six percent of the people 
ages 18 to 24 thought of themselves as 
east Germans, rather than just Ger- 
mans, compared to 51 percent of the 
people older than 65 years. 

The poll was based on interviews

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The idea of a 
student-directed 
code is not anew one, however. Terry 
Chambers, a student serving on the 
Honor Code Council, said, “The no- 
tion of placing the students on their 
honor as opposed to policing them has 
been around since the inception of the 
university.” 

Chambers, who is compiling a his- 
tory of the Code of Honor for the uni- 
versity, said the first written code 
was proposed by a student service 
club and ratified by the student body

in 1949. At that time, Chambers said, 
“The code was adopted as part of the 
ASBYU constitution and as such, the 
students had complete control over 
the code.” 

The code, and particularly the 
dress and grooming standards, has 
experienced several changes 
throughout the years. Prior to this 
year’s revision, the code had re- 
mained basically unchanged since 
1972, with the exception of slacks and 
jeans which were later allowed for 
women and the rewording of men’s 
hairlength guidelines. 

Nevertheless, the changes 
wrought by the 1991 revision are on 
somewhat of a trial basis. 

“The student body has the opportu- 
nity to make or break the new dress 
and grooming standards here,” Kerry 
said. 

Snow said he is concerned many 
students have misunderstood the new 
code. “Some people don’t know where 
their knees are,” Snow said, referring 
to the part of the code that allows for 
“knee length or lower” skirts and 
shorts. 

“T do see enough shorts that qualify. 
That’s' encouraging, but there are 
many that are too short,” he said. 

“Tt’s not a thing we can effectively 
enforce,” Snow continued, “but if peo- 
ple aren’t willing to accept the stan- 
dard, then I suppose that we’ll need to 
reconsider that one. I hate the 
thought of going back, to take the 
lesser law, but maybe we just can’t 
extend that kind of flexibility.” 

Snow noted while Ricks College 
made a similar change to a principle- 
based code earlier this year, shorts 
are still not acceptable on campus. 

BYU-Hawaii also allows knee- 
length shorts, but “insists upon meet- 
ing that standard,” Snow said. 

“We've reached that point where 
modesty meets the contemporary na- 
ture of society,” Kerry said. “We feel 
the new standard is very representa- 
tive of what the students wanted.”

Sgt. Ken Hansen said police took one man away 
in handcuffs for throwing rocks at the skinheads 
but released him after the rally. Hansen said there 
were no other violence and no reports of injuries. 

“About half these are imported skinheads,” said 
Hansen, supervisor of the Salt Lake City Area 
Gang Project, assigned to the rally because the 
department does not have a hate-crimes unit. 

“They’re just testing the water. But it looks like 
the crowd doesn’t like their philosophy,” he said. 

The group expected its ideas of white supremacy 
to be well received in Utah because the state was 
predominantly white, Creech said. He said the 
group was rapidly gaining members in Utah. 

Ethnic minorities make up a relatively small.frac- 
tion of the state’s 1.7 million population. 

Many of the supremacists were followers of the 
Church of Jesus Christ Christian-Aryan Nations, 
which is based in Hayden, Idaho, according to their 
designated spokesman, who would not give his

name. 

“It’s too bad we got so many white people going 
against white people like this,” the spokesman said 
as he surveyed the crowd from behind dark sun- 
glasses.

“This is what it’s going to take,” he said. “Our 
orders are to wake up the sheep. The Bible says 
that.

Protesters against the rally said Labor Day was 
just a convenient excuse to stage a rally. 

“I don’t want to intellectualize it,” said one of the 
protesters, Mark Luna, a professor of sociology at 
Weber State University in Ogden. 

“Hatred is really ignorance and the only way we 
can get rid of that is trying to educate those guys 
one-on-one.” 

“We have a lot of work to do,” he said.

“We will still study traditional his- 
tory and follow the curriculum we 
have in the past, only now we are 
including the African-American influ- 
ences. That’s good for everybody, not 
just black students,” Mosley said. 

African-American content will also 
be injected into such subjects as sci- 
ence, math, social studies, language 
arts and physical education. 

Uniforms will be worn to eliminate 
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competitive dressing and confronta- 
tions among students and to save par- 
ents money. 

Students will also meet one-on-one 
for an hour a week with a mentor, 
someone who will provide a positive 
role model. 

Teachers also are to visit students’ 
homes to promote parental involve- 
ment and make the teachers aware of 
situations youngsters face outside 
school. 

Programs will be offered outside 
school hours in such areas as drama, 
art and recreation, as wellas teen-age 
pregnancy prevention programs.
